‘Synopsis of Canadian North- 
- west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole ina 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threo years. ‘A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister’. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musz reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach of six years from date of 
homestead ‘entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres. extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead ‘right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each o! 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

-PRESENTS BUDGET 


Record Surplus This Year: 


Ottawa, March 14.—Hon. W. T. 
White, the new minister -of finance, 
presented the, first budget of the new 
government to the house yesterday 
under the most gratifying — circum: 
stances. He was able. to announce a 
surplus which, was nearly: ten mil-, 
lions. larger than the” high water 
mark of the Laurier administration: 

‘Canada ‘will have on’the right side 
of the ledger this year no less than 
$39,000,000.. The wonderful « prosper- 
ity” and progress of the’ country was 
reflected ‘in. the financial ‘statement 
which Mr. White was:able to present 
to the house. ‘The revenue: for the 
year will be $613,000,000, or some 
$19,000,000 increase on’ ‘the record re- 
ceipts of ‘last year. ‘fhe'surplus® is 
such that all capital. expenditure for 
the year will be met: out..of~ it, :in- 
cluding the $5,000,000 ‘hand-out . to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific through the 
blundering of: the old’ government. 
But the debt of the country will: be 
‘decreased by $1,150,000.

“The country,” he'said, “is in its 
growing period, and the government 
has to-do its part to increase trans- 
portation facilities by the improve- 
ments of canals and railways, deep- 
ening harbors, and other public un- 
dertakings. A generous expenditure, 
I believe, will be approved by the 
people. Outlets for the conveyance 
of western crops are needed. The 
government is, committed to the pro- 
ject of building the Hudson’s Bay 
railroad, the C.N.R. is extending its 
line to Vancouver, and the G.T.P. is 
gushing on to Prince Rupert. In 
time the Panama canal will be built, 
and then it will be necessary for the 
movement of grain westward.’’

Wales: as se- 
cured in 1905 and revised to date. 

In order to make™.the- enquiry as 
complete and accurate - as possible, 
statistics were secured’ from twenty- 
eight cities scattered throughout the 
industrial states of the East. Further, 
to make comparisons possible, three 
classes of industry were selected for, 
investigation— the building trades, 
the engineering ‘trades and the ‘print: 
ing trades—because these three of all 
others are common to practically all 
countries. . 

Smaller’ Wages In England 

Without ‘entering into the details of 
the finding,.:it.was shown that in the 
building trades, weekly Wages in the 
United States exceeded those paid in 
the United :Kingdom by a ratio of 243 
to 100; inthe engineering trades by 
218 to 100; ‘and in the printing trades 
by 246 to 100, ,or combining all:three, 
the American- workman {is shown to 
recelve more than 2% times the 
money for his work that his British 
competitor: receives. ‘The investiga- 
tors found further that the proportion 
of unskilled or semi-skilled; labor is 
greater in America, while whgt is 
termed unemployable labor is greater 
in England., 


-Rents, Higher in America 


Passing on to the important pues- 
tion of rents, the basis of comparison 
was found’in houses containing the 
same number of rooms. Four-roomed 
dwellings. were’,the only ones found 
in every oity investigated both in 
England and America. Five-roomed 
houses were ‘general; three-rodmed 
houses predominated in England; six- 
foomed houses in. America. The in- 
vestigators found -that the American 
houses, while less permanent in con- 
struction as a rule, much roomier and 
more convenient and they noted that 
the standerd was improving markedly. 
For three-roomed dwellings, the rent 
paid in America exceeded that paid in 
Hngland by 98 per cent.; for four- 
roomed houses by. 107 per cent.; for 
fiveroomed houses by~ 120 per cent. 
and for six-roomed houses by 118 per 
cent., a mean of 109 per cent. Taken 
on a basis of rooms, the weekly rent 
per room in America averages 65 
cents as- compared with 30 cents in 
England. 

Comparative Costs of Food 

In order to institute a comparison 
that would be Instructive it was 
figured out just what a week’s food 
supply of an average British working- 
man’s family would cost in the United 
States. To compare the purchases of 
average families in both countries on 
any other basis would be impossible, 
because of the different kinds and 
quantities of food consumed. On this 
basis is was found that the cost of 
the average British workingman’s 
at the predominant prices of the two 
countries would be as 100 to 138, one 
hundred being the British standard. 
That is to say, he would have to pay 
38% more for identically the same 
food in America. Conversely were 
average United States workman to 
purchase his usual supplies in Eng- 
land, he would get them for twenty 
per cent. less. 

Summing up al) these results it may 
be said that while the cost of food and 
rent in America is 52% greater than 
in England, yet wages, being 130% 
higher, more than off-set the higher 
cost of living. I urther, the margin 
of income over and above food and 
rent is so great as to make possible 
a command of the necessaries and 
conveniences and more luxuries of 
life that is both ominally and really 
greater than that enjoyed by the cor-

Butchers’ cattle are now selling as 
high in Winnipeg, _Edmonton, and 
Calagary as in Toronto and Montreal, 
ad this is an unusual condition. Re- 
ceipts at Winnipeg for 1911 showed 
a falling off from the record of the 
previous year of over eighty thousand 

head of cattle. The reason for this 
is not hard to find. The ranches of 
the west have been rapidly broken 
up.and convert'd into farms to be 
devoted largely to  wheat-raising. 
Hence the increases of over two mil- 
lion acres in the amount of land un- 
der cultivation in the three westerr 
Provinces last year, and hence also 
the great losses which have been sus- 
tained ,through the deterioration of 
millions of bushels of grain which could 
not be marketed in time to escape tne 
rigorous western winter. Were the 
farmers of westen Canada able to 
feed all the grain now spoiling in the 
fields for want of some agency td 
move or utilize it they would have 
a substantial profit, which under the 
present conditions they must. lose. In. 
cidentally, the beef famine and high 
food prices would be minimized.

Greene & Payne, town solicitors, 
asked for a more satisfactory ar- 
rangement with the town eregarding 
salary, otherwise they desired to 
resign from the position. Referred 
to tht Commissioners to bring in a 
report thereon. ; 

Messrs. Seymour & Dawe wrote 
oering their services to the town as 
surveyors and engineers. The Com- 
missioners will ask for further refer- 
ence and qualifications from the 
gentlemen in consulting with — their 
application. : 

The Hospital Board asked for a 
grant of $800 ins:ead of the usual 
grant of $500, and exemption from 
taxation. Agreed to consider at 
time of passing estimates. 

An invitation was extended to ,the 
Council to attend the Union — of 
Canadian Municipalities at Windsor, 
Ont., date to be announced later.
